GENERAL STATEMENT 
BO LTABLISHMENT OF THE MEDICAL SCHOOL 


The Medical School was established by act of the Legislature 
in 1907. Merely the first two years of the medical curriculum 
were then organized because there were not at that time suf- 
ficient clinical, resources in Madison for a complete medical 
course. At a special session of the Legislature in 1920 an act 
was passed authorizing the establishment at the University, of 
the Wisconsin General Hospital as a memorial to those who 
served in the World War and for care of patients, teaching, and 
research. The new hospital building was opened for care of 
patients in October, 1924. This hospital has made possible the 
organization of a complete medical course at the university lead- 
ing to an M.D. degree. The third year of the medical course 
will begin in 1925-26, the fourth in 1926-27. 
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AIMS AND METHODS 


The aims of the Medical School are: : 


1. To encourage a thorough preliminary medical education, and 
to offer adequate facilities for a good preparation for clinical 
work. 


2. To promote the development of preventive medicine and 
hygiene. 


3. To stimulate research in the sciences upon which modern 
medicine is based. 

Scientific medicine consists of the application of scientific knowl- 
edge and methods, not only. to the cure or alleviation, but also 
to the prevention of disease. It requires a thorough mastery of 
the fundamental principles of physics, chemistry, and biology, as 
well as of the more specialized sciences of human anatomy, physi- 
ology, pathology, bacteriology, pharmacology, and toxicology. 
The progress of medicine and hygiene is largely dependent upon 
progress in these sciences. First-hand knowledge of them, ac- 
quired in laboratories under the direction of specialists, is es- 
sential for those who desire to treat disease and alleviate human 
suffering to the best advantage. With this knowledge and training 
the student can enter intelligently upon the study of the com- 
plex problems presented by the sick in dispensaries and hospital 
wards offering clinical training, and later in private. practice. 
The methods employed in the various laboratories of the Medi- 
cal School are designed to train the powers of quick observa- 
tion, of accurate judgment, and of skillful execution, as well as 
to supply such knowledge of fundamental scientific facts and 
principles as is most necessary for clinical medicine. 

The work in the preclinical sciences is under the direction of 
specialists who devote their whole time to teaching and investiga- 
ion, and who are keenly interested in medical problems and prog 
ress. In each of the departments certain courses are required 
of all medical students; others are elective. The required courses 
are designed to insure a broad basis for clinical medicine. The 
elective courses aid the students to gain depth of insight and 
special skill in some one branch, and thus to become thorough — 
as well as broad. The elective courses also offer excellent op- 
portunities to graduates who wish to specialize in some one of 
‘the medical sciences and to physicians desiring to follow the 
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progress of these sciences, to prepare for public health work, or to 
undertake research. 


The clinical part of the medical course is designed to offer 
practical training in the application of scientific knowledge to the 
prevention, cure and alleviation of disease. The third year of 
the medical course is devoted to a consideration of the broader 
aspects of clinical medicine and of the major medical speciai- 
ties and to practical work in care of patients in the wards and 
outpatient departments of the Wisconsin General Hospital. This 
work is under the general direction of specialists who devote their 
whole time to care of patients, teaching, and research in the hos- 
pital. The teaching is supplemented by that of part-time men in 
some of the major specialties. Opportunity is offered for ad- 
vanced work in the medical sciences as well as for training in 
routine procedures. 


The fourth year of the medical course is designed to offer the 
students individual training in the art of medicine. Each studen: 
will be assigned as an apprentice to a series of preceptors in medi- 


_ cine, surgery, and the major specialties. The preceptors are 


to be selected on the basis of ability, experience, desire to teach, 
and clinical facilities available. 


GRADUATE AND Post-GRADUATE INSTRUCTION 


Graduate work may be defined as advanced work in a. major de- 
partment leading to the degree of Master of Science or of Doctor 
of Philosophy in that department. Graduate work of this char- 
acter is offered in each of the departments of the Medical School. 


‘This work is carried out under the auspices of the Graduate 


School of the University. The regulations relating to work for 
the higher degrees are published in the Bulletin of the Graduate 
School. Questions relating to such degrees should be addressed 
to the Dean of the Graduate School. ‘ 


Post-graduate work may he defined as study carried on aiter 
graduation with a view to increase one’s knowledge or skill but 
without aiming at that special mastery in a given field of knowl- 
edge which would entitle one to a higher degree. Post-graduate 


courses offered by the university are of two kinds, intra-mural and 
extra-mural. 
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Intra-mural post-graduate clinical courses are those offered by 
the Medical School at the Wisconsin General Hospital. A course 
of this character in the use of insulin was offered in 1923-24. It 
is the intention of the Medical School to offer similar courses 
from time to time as may be called for. 

Extra-mural post-graduate courses are designed to provide 
physicians residing in a given locality with practical demonstra- 
tions of the newer methods of diagnosing and treating disease. 
Clinics are held at a hospital conveniently located, illustrated 
lectures are given and opportunity is offered for consultation 
with specialists. Arrangements for these clinics and lectures 
may be made by co-operation between the local physicians 
under whose auspices the clinics and lectures are held, and the 
Extension Division of the University. 

Other aids for post-graduate study furnished members of the 
medical profession in Wisconsin by the University include: 

1. The loaning of books from the medical section of the 
University Library. So far as practicable books from the Uni- 
versity Library should be borrowed through local libraries, but 
when this is impracticable such books may be borrowed directly 
by paying cost of transportation. The chief new medical books 
are reviewed in the Wisconsin Medical Journal and are then plac- 
ed in the University Library whence they can be borrowed by 
members of the medical profession. ; 

2. Packet libraries. The Extension Division of the University 
receives reprints from several of the leading medical journals. 
These reprints are bound up in packet volumes relating to various 
subjects of special interest and are available to physicians, who 
should address requests for pamphlets on a given subject directly | 
to the Extension Division at Madison. 

3. Models, charts, photographs, lantern slides, and moving 
picture films, relating to medicine and hygiene are kept in con- 
siderable numbers by the Extension Division and are available 
to physicians preparing papers for presentation before medical 
societies or for popular education in medicine and hygiene. 

4. The State Laboratory of Hygiene (the laboratory of the 
State Board of Health) and the State Psychiatric Institute (the 
laboratory of the State Board of Control) are located at the 
University and are closely affiliated with the Medical School. 
These institutions not only furnish direct laboratory aid to physi- 
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cians but also do much to furnish practical post-graduate instruc- 
tion. 


SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATION 


It is desired that the facilities of the various laboratories of 
the Medical School be utilized to the greatest advantage in the 
investigation of the causes and prevention.of disease both in man 
and animals. The laboratories of the Medical School are freely 
open to those engaged in such investigations and, so far as pos- 
sible, aid will be given in carrying out investigation of this 
character either at the University or elsewhere in the state. 


LABORATORY AND HOSPITAL FACILITIES 


The teaching of the basal medical sciences, gross anatomy, his- 
tology, embryology, neurology, physiology, physiological chemistry, 
pharmacology, bacteriology, pathology, and hygiene is at present 
conducted in Science Hall, a large building erected in 1887 and now 
shared by the basal science departments of the Medical School 
and the department of Geology and Geography. The equipment 
of the laboratories is exceptionally good. 

The major portion of the fundamental teaching of the clinical 
branches is conducted in the Wisconsin General Hospital. This 
hospital, recently completed and occupied, has a capacity of over 
300 beds, with ample facilities for medicine, surgery, and the 
major specialties. Affiliated with it under University control are 
the Student Infirmary, with a capacity of 80 beds, and the Bradley 
Memorial Hospital, with a capacity of 40 beds, to be used at pres- 
ent for early neuro-psychiatric patients and for the Wisconsin 
Psychiatric Institute. 

The Madison General Hospital, with a capacity of 125 beds, 
St. Mary’s Hospital, soon to have a capacity of 150 beds, and the 
Methodist Hospital, with a present capacity of 40 beds but soon 
to erect a 100 bed addition, the city isolation hospital, with a 
capacity of 50 beds, and other nearby hospitals, offer abundant op- 
portunity for supplemented clinical teaching by associate mem- 
bers of the clinical staff. Under the preceptor system proposed 
for the fourth year of the medical course it will, however, not 
be necessary to confine the clinical teaching to Madison. ‘Some 
of it may be conducted in other medical centers. 
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ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS IN THE MEDICAL 
SCHOOL 


For matriculation in the Medical School a studefit must fur- 
nish evidence: 


1. That he has satisfied the requirements for admission to 
the College of Letters and Science. 

The requirements for admission: to the College of Letters and 
Science are to be found in the University catalog. They are met 
by a four-year high school course which embraces certain groups 
of studies, including Engiish, mathematics, and foreign language. 


2. That he has completed at least the equivalent. of two 
years’ work, including the required Freshman English, in college, - 
Two years of work in the College of Letters and Science may 
be interpreted as meaning the completion of enough work to en- 
title the student to be registered in the junior class in that college. 


3. That he has successfully pursued laboratory courses of col- 
lege grade in physics, general and organic chemistry, biology and 
vertebrate embryology. 

The requirements in physics, chemistry, and biology must be 
satisfied before a student matriculates in the Medical School. 
Provision is made for studying embryology (Anatomy 115) dur- 
ing the first year of the medical course, but the student is expected 
to take this study before matriculating. 

In addition, students are advised to take a course in quantitative 
analysis (Chemistry lla) and in comparative anatomy before be- 
ginning the medical work. Attention is called to the opportuni- 
ties for work in science during the summer session, 


4. That he has studied elementary Latin. 

The requirement in Latin is ordinarily met by two years 
of high-school or by one year of college Latin. It is preferable 
to meet the requirement by high-school work. 


5. That he has a reading knowledge of French or German. 

The student must either meet the language requirements for 
the B.A. degree or, at the time of matriculating in the Medical 
School, present a certificate from the German Department or 
the Department of Romance Language of the University 
certifying his ability to read German or French. 
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ADMISSION TO ADVANCED STANDING 


A student who has completed elsewhere work equivalent to 
that required for matriculation and to that of the first year of 
the medical curriculum, may be admitted to the second year of 
the medical course. 


DEGREES 


The Medical School grants the degree of Doctor of Medicine to 
students who complete the requirements of the four year course 
leading to this degree. 

The College of Letters and Science grants the degree of 
Bachelor of Science (Medical Science Course) to students who 
complete two years of prescribed premedical work and the first 
two years of the medical course, and the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts to students who complete the requirements for this degree and 
at the sdme time elect work in the Medical School. 


The graduate school offers the degrees of Master of -Arts, 
Master of Science, Master of Public Health, Doctor of Philos- 
ophy, and Doctor of Public Health to students who complete tke 
requirements for these degrees in the medical sciences.

Bachelor of Arts 


The regular requirements for this degree apply to those stu- 
dents who elect the work of the first year of the medical course 
curing the senior year in the College of Letters and. Science. 


Bachelor of Science 
(Medical Science Course) 


Students in the College of Letters and Science who are candi- 
dates for this degree are required to take the following studies: 

a. English, 6 credits (3 hours a week for a year), to be taken 
in the freshman year. 

b. Foreign language. (1) A knowledge of elementary Latin, 
i.e., two years of high school Latin or its equivalent in college. 
(2) Either the completion of the fourth semester of French or 
German at the University of Wisconsin with a grade of 80 or 
above or a certificate of reading knowledge of one of these lan- 
guages from the appropriate department at the University of 
Wisconsin. At least two years of work in foreign language shall 
be taken in college. (If first and second year courses are elected 
this will mean 14 to 16 credits.) 
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c. Courses in physics, chemistry, biology, and the medical 
sciences as outlined in the requirements of the Medical School. 
The requirement made of candidates for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts that six credits shall be elected in history or eight in 
mathematics does not apply to candidates for the degree of 
Bachelor of Science (Medical Science Course). 


d. The “credit” is the standard for computing the amount of 
work required for graduation. This is equivalent to one hour 
of recitation or lecture per week for one semester. Students are 
expected to take 15 credits per week in recitations, lectures and 
laboratory work, making 30 credits per year, and 120 for the 
course. In addition work in physical education or military science 
is required. 


No student will be permitted to receive credit toward gradua- 
tion for more than 18 credits in one semester in regular studies 
except by permission of the faculty obtained in advance. 


e. Major Study—At the beginning of the sophomore or the 
junior year, every candidate for the degree of Bachelor of Arts 
or Bachelor of Science shall elect as his major subject work in 
some one department. This department will determine the man- 
ner in which the work of the major shall be completed. 


f. Thesis—All candidates for a baccalaureate degree are re- 
quired to present a graduating thesis, the subject of which must 
be approved by the student’s adviser and the chairman of the de- 
partment of his major. The thesis must represent some phase of 


the student’s work in his major study, and must have the character 


of a scholarly dissertation on the subject. 


CHOICE OF .COURSES 


The student who enters the College of Letters and Science with 
the intention of studying medicine should arrange a schedule of 
study which will enable him to complete the required pre-medical 
college work within the period which he desires to devote to 
preparation for the medical course. 


The following language studies are required: 
English la, 1b. 
Two years of foreign language. 
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Students. who have not studied Latin in the high school are 
required to take a year’s work in elementary Latin.

The minimum time required for the completion of this 
pre-medical work is two years. If three or four years are spent 
on pre-medical college work, the student has the choice of either 
broadening his course of study or of taking more advanced work in 
some special line. All good American medical schools now 
require at least two years of pre-medical college work. Many re- 
quire at least three years of college work and a few require a 
bachelor’s degree for entrance. If a student expects to take his 
medical course elsewhere or to complete the clinical part of his 
medical course elsewhere he should keep this in mind when ar- 
ranging the pre-medical schedule. Thus, a student who expects to 
finish in a medical school which requires three years of college 
work for entrance should arrange for a three year pre-medical 
college course. He should likewise acquaint himself with the 
special pre-medical requirements maintained by the school of his 
choice. 


Master of Science and Doctor of Philosophy 


Graduates of the University of Wisconsin or of four-year 
courses of study in any other approved university or college who 


*It is recognized that similar courses at other institutions may 
not correspond exactly to the scientific courses given at Wisconsin. 
This will not prevent full credit being granted for approximately 
equivalent courses pursued elsewhcre or during the summer session 
at Wisconsin. 
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matriculate in the Medical School may at the same time register 
in the Graduate School as candidates for the degree of Master 
of Science under the following conditions: 


1. They shall make application to the Dean of the Graduate 
School at least seven months prior to the date at which the ex- 
aminations for the degree are to take place. ; 


2. At the time of application they shall present evidence of 
having completed such an amount of preliminary work in one 
of the basal sciences of medicine as will entitle them to take more 
advanced work in this science than is required in the regular 
medical curriculum. 


3. During the period of at least one academic year, advanced 
work of this character shall be pursued under the direction of 
an instructor in .the department in which the study is taken. 
This shall count as a major subject. The regular courses in the 
medical curriculum shall count as minor subjects. 


4. On or before June 1 of the year in which the degree is to be 
conferred, the candidate must file with the Dean of the Graduate 
School a thesis approved by the instructor under whom his major 
has been taken. After the thesis has been submitted, the candi- 
date must sustain an oral examination upon the graduate work 
offered in support of his candidacy. 


The degree of Doctor of Philosophy will be conferred under 
the usual conditions for this degree upon students registered in 
the Medical School. 


Master of Public Health and Doctor of Public Health 


Candidates for the degree of Master of Public Health must 
fulfill the following requirements: (1) They must be doctors of 
medicine from schools approved by the Executive Committee of 
the Medical School as maintaining adequate standards for both 
academic and professional training. (2) They must complete one 
year of graduate work in residence at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, covering such special subjects as shall be prescribed by the 
Executive Committee. (3) They must’ present a thesis accept- 
able to the Executive Committee. (4). They must be assigned 
outside practice in board of health work by arrangement with the 
Executive Committee. (5) They must satisfy the Executive Com- 
mittee as to their proficiency by examination. 
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The degree of Doctor of Public Health (Dr.P.H.) is open to 
holders of the degree of Doctor of Medicine from medical schools’ 
recognized as maintaining satisfactory standards. Candidates for 
the degree of Dr.P.H. are expected to cover here, or elsewhere, 
the special work prescribed for the degree of Master of Public 
Health and must spend at least two years in the study of sciences 
related to hygiene and public health, subsequent to the regular 
medical course. Two or more years of practical work as a health 
officer may be substituted for one of these years. ‘The last of 
these years must be spent at Wisconsin and must be devoted 
chiefly to work upon a special subject leading to a thesis con- 
taining some original research acceptable to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Medical School. The major work leading to the 
thesis shall be accompanied by minor work in at least one other 
department. A final oral examination shall be given by a com- 
mittee appointed by the Dean of the Graduate School. 


Student Advisers 


Pre-medical students are assigned to the assistant dean for ap- 
proval as to choice of courses preparatory for medicine. Medical 
students are required to have the approval of the dean of the 
medical school as to choice of courses leading to the B. S. degree 
(Medical Science Course) and to the M. D. degree: The assistant — 
dean assigns each pre-medical, the dean each medical student to a 
member of the faculty who acts as a special personal adviser for 
that student. The pre-medical and medical courses are sufficient- 
ly difficult to require the full time of an intelligent student when 
in residence. Students who are not provided with enough funds 
sometimes spend so much time in outside work as to make it im- 
possible for them to do justice to their professional studies. In 
many cases it would be better for such a student to reduce his 
scholastic schedule below the average and take more time to com- 
plete his curriculum, or to borrow money rather than to spend so — 
much time in self-support. It is a function of an adviser to give 
council to students and parents in matters of this kind as well 
as in general to be a friend to the student assigned to him.

ANATOMY

A group of courses intended to offer a comprehensive view of 
the gross and microscopic anatomy and the embryology of mam- 
mals with especial reference to man is given in this department. 
In addition, opportunities are offered for advanced work and re- 
search in anatomy and for a study of some of the lower animal 
types of special interest in medicine. The laboratory is thoroughly 
equipped with apparatus, models, books, and materials for ad- 
vanced as well as elementary work. 

For those prepared to carry on advanced research, special lab- 
oratory facilities are provided. 


For Undergraduates and Graduates 


110. Histology and Organology. |; 4 cr. The study of the 
tissues, histology, followed by the study of the minute structure 
of the mammalian organs. Prerequisites: Junior standing, 
Biology 1. Dr. Bast. 

115. Mammalian Embryology. II; 2 cr. The development 
of the pig is studied by means of dissection and the use of 
microscopic preparations. Human embryology is studied from 
sections, special preparations, and models. Prerequisites: Biol- 
ogy 1. Dr. Bardeen. 


120. Human Anatomy. II; 6 cr. For students of physical 
education. Prerequisite: Biology 1. Dr. Bardeen. 


121. Human Anatomy. Yr.; 12 cr. In this course a thorough 
training is offered in the dissection of the human body and in 
descriptive human-anatomy. Prerequisites: Junior standing. 
Biology 1. Dr. Bardeen, Dr. Sullivan. 
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122. Topographical Anatomy. I]; 2-4 cr. A study of frozen 
sections and special preparations. Prerequisite, Anatomy 121. 
Dr. Sullivan. 


123. Special Human Anatomy. Those qualified to do in- 
dependent work may make special arrangement for the study 
of human anatomy. 


126. Neural Anatomy. II; 4 cr. This course consists of dis- 
section of the human brain, and a study of the microscopic 
anatomy of the central nervous system and sense organs.

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ORGANIZATION 


During the legislative session of 1907, a bill was passed author- 
izing the establishment of a Medical School at the University. 
The curriculum of the first two years of the medical course is 
given. Lack of adequate clinical facilities has hitherto prevented 
the establishment at Madison of the last half of the medical 
course. The new State General Hospital will be occupied in the 
fall of 1924. It is planned to begin the third year of the medical 
course in the fall of 1925 and the fourth year in the fall of 1926.

AIMS AND METHODS 
The aims of the Medical School are: 


1. To encourage a thorough preliminary medical education, and 


to offer adequate facilities for a thorough preparation for ae 


cal work. 
2 £0 promote the development of preventive eden and 


hygiene. 


3. To stimulate research in the sciences upon which modern 


medicine is based. 
Scientific medicine consists of the application of scien knowl- 


edge and methods, not only to the cure or alleviation, but also ° 
to the prevention of disease. It requires a thorough mastery of — 
the fundamental principles of physics, chemistry, and biology, as 


well as of the more specialized sciences of human anatomy, physi- 
ology, pathology, bacteriology, pharmacology, and toxicology. The 


progress of medicine and hygiene is largely dependent upon prog- 


ress in these sciences. First-hand knowledge of them, acquired 
in laboratories under the direction of specialists, is essential for 
those who desire to treat disease and alleviate human suffering to 


the best advantage. With this knowledge and training, the stu- 


dent can enter intelligently upon the study of the complex prob- 
lems presented by the sick in all dispensaries and hospital wards 
of medical schools offering clinical training, and later in private 
practice. The methods employed in the various laboratories of 
the Medical School are designed to train the powers of quick 
observation, of accurate judgment, and of skillful execution, as 
well as to supply such knowledge of fundamental scientific facts 
and principles as is most necessary for clinical medicine. 

The work of the medical sciences is under the direction of 
specialists who devote their whole time to teaching and investiga- 
tion, and who are keenly interested in medical problems and 
progress. 


In each of the departments of the Medical School certain courses 


are required of all medical students; others are elective. The 
required courses insure a broad basis for clinical medicine. The 


elective courses enable the students to gain depth of insight and 


special skill in some one branch, and thus to become thorough 
as well as broad. The elective courses also offer excellent op- 


portunities to graduates who wish to specialize in some one of. 
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the medical sciences and to physicians desiring to follow the 
progress of these sciences, to prepare for public health work or to 
undertake research. 


COURSES IN PUBLIC HEALTH 


Recognizing that preventive medicine is rapidly growing in 
public esteem and there is certain to be an increasing demand 
for specially trained officers of public health, the Regents of 
the University have established a special one-year course in Pub- 
lic Health work, open to physicians and others qualified by special 
preparation for such work. This course was given for the first 
time in the year 1911-12. It is given with the cooperation of the 
State Board of Health and of the Board of Health of Milwau- 
kee and includes special work in bacteriology, physiology, meteor- 
ology, medical zoology, and pathology as applied to the duties of 
public health officials, examination of drugs and foods, public 
health administration and vital statistics, medical inspection in 
schools and practical field work. For successful completion of 
this course the degree of Master of Public Health is granted. A 
more advanced course leading. to the degree of Doctor of Public 
Health has likewise been established. See page 14. 


POST-GRADUATE MEDICAL INSTRUCTION 


The purpose of the courses offered in post-graduate medical in- 
struction is to provide physicians residing in a given locality with 
practical demonstrations of the newer methods of diagnosing and 
treating disease. Clinics are held at a hospital conveniently lo- 
cated, illustrated lectures are given, and opportunity is offered 
for consultations with specialists. Arrangements may be made 
for a single clinic and lecture or for a series of weekly, bi-weekly, 
or monthly series of clinics and lectures. Arrangements for these 
clinics and lectures may be made by cooperation between the local 
physicians under whose auspices the clinics and lectures are held 
and Dr. Rock Sleyster, Chief of Organization. Physicians en- 
rolling for the course are charged a fee sufficient to cover part of 
the overhead expenses, and the balance is paid from the small 
appropriation made for this work by the State Legislature.

2. That he has completed at least the equivalent of oes 


years’ work, including the required Freshman English, in this 
College. 


Two. years of work inthe College of Letters..and Science 
may be interpreted as meaning the completion of enough work — 


to entitle the student to be registered in the junior class in that 
college. . 

3. That he has successfully pursued laboratory courses of col- 
lege grade in physics, general and organic chemistry, and biology. 


The requirements in physics, chemistry, and- biology must — 


be satisfied before a student matriculates in the Medical School. 
Provision is made for studying embryology (Anatomy 115) dur- 
ing the first year of the medical course, but the student is strongly. 
advised to take this study before matriculating. 


In addition, students are advised to take a course in quanti- — 


tative analysis (Chemistry lla) and in comparative anatomy be- 
fore beginning the medical work. Attention is called to the 
opportunities for work in science during the summer session. 

4. That he has studied elementary Latin. : :

Several of the leading medical schools require a reading 


knowledge of German or French for matriculation, and the Johns A 


Hopkins University requires both. To satisfy the requirements 
for the B.A. degree in the College of Letters and Science, from 


sixteen to twenty-four credits in coordinate foreign language are —

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required. For the B.S. degree at least two years of college work 
in foreign language are required. The student must either meet 
the language requirements for the B.A degree or at the time of 
matriculating in the Medical School the student should present 
a certificate from the German Department or the Department of 
Romance languages of the University certifying his ability to 
read German or French. 


ADMISSION TO ADVANCED STANDING 


A student who has completed elsewhere work equivalent to 
that required for matriculation and to that of the first year .of 
the medical curriculum, may be admitted to the second year of 
the medical course. 


> MEDICAL CERTIFICATE 


Upon the successful completion of the two years of the medi- 
cal curriculum at Wisconsin, a student will be given a formal 
certificate. A student who completes less than two years of the 
medical course may, however, obtain credentials covering the 
-premedical and medical studies which he has pursued. 


DEGREES 


The Medical. School at present offers merely the first two 
years of a four-year medical curriculum and confers no degrees 
in medicine. The College of Letters and Science confers the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Science upon the students registered during 
the junior and senior years in the Medical School, and the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts upon students registered during the 
senior year in the Medical School. The degrees of Master of 
Science and Doctor of Philosophy are conferred by the University 
faculty upon graduate students who specialize in the medical 
sciences and fulfill the usual requirements for these degrees. The 
degree of Master of Public Health will be given those who suc- 
cessfully complete the courses offered in this subject. The de- 
gree of Doctor of Public Health is granted those who do ad- 
vanced work in this subject. See page 14. 
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Bachelor of Arts 


The regular requirements for this degree apply to those stu- G 
dents who elect the work of the first year of the medical course — 
during the senior year in the College of Letters and Science. 


Bachelor of Science 


(Medical Science Course) = 
Students in the College of Letters and Science who are ande. 
dates for this degree are required to take the following studies: 


a. English, 6 credits (3 hours a week for a year), to be taken ~ 
in the freshman year. :

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e. Major Study.—At the beginning of the sophomore or the 
junior year, every candidate for the degree of Bachelor of Arts 
or Bachelor of Science shall elect as his major subject work in 
some one department.

f. Thesis—All candidates for a baccalaureate degree are re- 
quired to present a graduating thesis, the subject of which must 
be approved by the student’s adviser and the chairman of the de- 
partment in which the candidate is doing the work represented by 
the thesis. The thesis must represent some phase of the student's 
work in his major study, and must have the character of a schol- 
arly dissertation on the subject. 


Master of Science and Doctor of Philosophy 


Graduates of the University of Wisconsin or of four-year 
courses of study in any other approved university or college who 
matriculate in the Medical School may at the same time register 
in the Graduate School as candidates for the degree of Master 
of Science under the following conditions : 


1. They shall make application to the Dean of the Graduate 
School at least seven months prior to the date at which the ex- 
aminations for the degree are to take place. 


2. At the time of application they shall present evidence of 
having completed such an amount of preliminary work in one 
of the basal sciences of medicine as will entitle them to take more 
advanced work in this science than is required in the regular 
medical curriculum. 


3. During the period of at least one academic year, advanced 
work of this character shall be pursued under the direction of an 
instructor in the department in which the study is taken. This 
shall count as a major subject. The regular courses in the medi- 
cal curriculum shall count as minor subjects. 


4. On or before June 1 of the year in which the degree is to be 
conferred, the candidate must file with the Dean of the Graduate 
School a thesis approved by the instructor under whom his major 
has been taken. After the thesis has been submitted, the candi- 
date must sustain an oral examination upon the graduate work 
offered in support of his candidacy. 
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The degree of Doctor of .Philosophy will be conferred under 


the usual conditions for this degree upon students registered in 


the Medical School. 


Master of Public Health and Doctor of Public Health 


Candidates for the degree of Master of Public Health must as m 


fulfill the following requirements: (1) They must be doctors of 


medicine from schools approved by the Executive Committee of — _ 
the Medical School as maintaining adequate standards for both — 
academic and professional training. (2) They must complete one 


year of graduate work in residence at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, covering such special subjects as shall be prescribed by the

the degree of Dr.P.H. are expected to cover here, or elsewhere, 


the special work prescribed for the degree of Master of Public 
Health and must spend at least two years in the study of sciences 


related to hygiene and public health, subsequent to the regular 23 


medical course. Two or more years of practical work as a health 
officer may be substituted for one of these years. The last of 
these years must be spent at Wisconsin and must be devoted 


chiefly to work upon a special subject leading to a thesis con-— 


taining some original research acceptable to the Executive Com- 


mittee of the Medical School. The major work leading to the 


thesis shall be accompanied by minor work in at least one other 


department. A final oral examination shall be given by a com- : 


mittee appointed by the Dean of the Graduate School. 


STUDENT ADVISERS 


Upon entrance, each student is assigned to a member of the 
Faculty who acts as his adviser during the freshman and sopho- 


more years. At the beginning of the junior year, at which time, — 
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if not before, the student selects his major study, a professor in 
the department in which his major is chosen becomes his adviser. 
Each semester the student is required to consult his adviser con- 
cerning the choice of studies, and the adviser must give his ap- 
proval before the student is permitted to enter classes. 


CHOICE OF COURSES 


The student who enters the College of Letters and Science with 
the intention of studying medicine should arrange his work so that 
he can take up systematically the work required for medical credit 
and fer a bachelor’s degree.

2. Seven-Year Combined Course 
(Léading to the B.A. and M.D. Degrees) 


In this course the student matriculates as a first-year medical 


student during his senior year in the College of Letters and 
Science; receives the B.A. degree upon graduation and takes the 


second year of the medical course as a graduate student. He 


can then finish the clinical portion of the medical course by two 


years of further study, thus making the combined arts and medical 


course seven years. This course is in many ways preferable to a 
the six-year combined course since it permits a greater freedom of. 

election and broader course of study. The languagé and science 
work should follow somewhat the lines laid down for the fresh- 2 


man and sophomore years in the six-year combined course, but 
can be more spread out and taken in conjunction with the various 
electives to suit the needs and inclinations of the student. 


3. Complete Arts Course Preceding the Medical Course 


Students who can afford the time may take the complete arts 
course before beginning the technical work of the medical course. 
A bright, well-trained student not infrequently manages to take 
the B.A. degree in three years. For such a student, the time 
needed for two degrees would be the same as that mentioned above. 
For other. students eight years are required, four for the B.A. 
course and four for the medical-course. A far broader training 
is thus afforded than in the shorter combined cotirse. Students 
expecting to finish the clinical part of the medical course at sev- 
eral of the schools, including Johns Hopkins, Cornell, Columbia, 
Rush, Western Reserve, Harvard, Yale, California, Leland Stan- 
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ford, and Pennsylvania, must choose either the course of study 


mentioned above or the seven-year combined course. The work 
in science and foreign language should include all of that men- 
tioned in the first two years of the six-year combined course. and 
may profitably extend beyond this. 


Credit for Medical Work 


Full credit for one year of medical work will not be allowed ' 
unless the required preliminary studies and the studies of the first 
year of the medical course have been completed, and the student 
has been registered two semesters in the Medical School. Full 
credit for two years of medical work will be granted only to those 
who have satisfied the prelimiinary requirements, who have regis- 
tered for two college years as medical students, and who have 
completed all the required studies of the regular curriculum. 


Courses for Physicians 


The regular courses in the various departments are open to 
physicians on the adult special basis. It is hoped gradually to 
develop such shorter special courses as may be of greatest direct, 
practical benefit to the physicians of the state in aiding them to 
keep up with the rapid advance in the medical science. -Sug- 
gestions concerning such courses are desired. 


Courses in Public Health 


In conjunction with the State Department of Public Health 
and with the Department of Health of Milwaukee, a course is 
offered extending over one year and leading to the degree of 
Master of Public Health. This course is open to those who have 
received a degree in medicine or in medical or sanitary science 
and desire to fit themselves especially for public health work. 
It is also planned to offer a short course each year for those al- 
ready engaged in public health work, but who desire more insight 
into certain aspects of this work. The following course leading 
to the degree of Master of Public Health is announced for the 
year 1924-25. Candidates for the degree of Doctor of Public 
Health are required to do advanced work and to write a thesis 
in addition to completing the work covered by this course.

Seeraific medicine consists of the application of scientific knowledge and 
methods, not only to the cure or alleviation, but also to the prevention of disease. 
It requires a thorough mastery of the fundamental principles of physics, chem- 
istry, and biology, as well as of the more specialized sciences of human anatomy, 
_ physiology, pathology, bacteriology, pharmacology, and toxicology. The progress 

of medicine and hygiene is largely dependent upon progress in these sciences. 
First-hand knowledge of them, acquired in laboratories under the direction of 
“specialists is essential for those who desire to treat disease and alleviate human 
suffering to the best advantage. With this knowledge and training the stu- 
dent can enter intelligently upon the study of the complex problems presented 
by the sick in dispensaries and hospital wards offering clinical training, and 
later in private practice. The methods employed in the various laboratories of 
mare. the Medical School are designed to train the powers of quick observation, of 
a accurate judgment, and of skillful execution, as well as to supply such knowledge 
of fundamental scientific facts and principles as is most necessary for clinical 
_ medicine. 
‘The work in the preclinical sciences is under the direction of specialists who 
devote their whole time to teaching and investigation, and who are keenly in- 
terested in medical. problems and progress. In each of the departments certain 
Fos courses are required of all medical students; others are elective. The required 
- courses are designed to insure a broad basis for clinical medicine. The elective 
courses aid the students to gain depth of insight and special skill in some one 
branch, and thus become thorough as well as broad. The elective courses also 
offer excellent opportunities to graduates who wish to specialize in some one of 
the medical sciences and to physicians desiring to follow the progress of these 
sciences, to prepare for public health work, or to undertake research. 
~The clinical part of the medical course is designed to offer practical. train- 
ing in the application of scientific knowledge to the prevention, cure and allevia- 
tion of disease. The third year of the medical course is devoted to a considera- 
tion of the broader aspects of clinical medicine and of the major medical spe- 
cialties and to practical work in care of patients in the wards and outpatient 
departments of the Wisconsin General Hospital. This work is under the general 
direction of specialists who devote their whole service to care of patients, teach- 
‘ing, and research in the hospital. The teaching is supplemented by that of part- 
time men in some of the major specialities. Opportunity is offered for advanced 
- work in the medical sciences as well as for training in routine procedures. 
The fourth year of the medical course is designed to offer the students in- 

dividual training in the art of medicine. Each student is assigned as an apprentice 
to a series of preceptors in medicine, surgery, and the major specialties. The 
__-preceptors are selected on the basis of ability, experience, desire to teach, and 
clinical facilities available.

GRADUATE AND POST-GRADUATE INSTRUCTION

3. Models, charts, photographs, lantern slides, and moving picture films, _ 
relating to medicine and hygiene are kept in considerable numbers by the Exten- 
sion Division and are available to physicians preparing papers for presentation 
before medical societies or for popular education in medicine and hygiene. ve x —t 
4. The State Laboratory of Hygiene (the laboratory of the State Board of — 
Health) and the State Psychiatric Institute (the laboratory of the State Board = 
of Control) are located at the University and are closely affiliated with the ~~ -e 
Medical School. These institutions not only furnish direct laboratory aid to— Ce 
physicians but also do much to furnish practical. post-graduate instruction. 


SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATION - 


It is desired that the facilities of the various laboratories of the Medical ‘ 
School be utilized to the greatest advantage in the investigation of the causes 
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and prevention of disease both in man and-animals. The laboratories of the_ 
‘Medical School are freely open to those engaged in such investigations and, so 
far as possible, aid will be given in carrying out investigations of this character 
either at the University or elsewhere in the state. 


LABORATORY AND HOSPITAL FACILITIES 


The teaching of the basal medical sciences, gross anatomy, histology, em- 
bryology, neurology, physiology, physiological chemistry, pharmacology, bacteri- 
ology, pathology, and hygiene is at present conducted in Science Hall, a large 
building erected in 1887 and now shared by the basal science departments of the 
Medical School and the department of Geology and Geography. The equipment 
of the laboratories is exceptionally good. 

At the 1925 session of the legislature authority was granted for the use of 
a surplus in the Rehabilitation Fund for the erection and equipment of Service 
Memorial Institutes for teaching and research in the medical sciences. Plans are 
now being drawn for these institutes to be erected near the Wisconsin General 
Hospital. 

The major portion of the eee teaching of the clinical branches is 
conducted in the Wisconsin General Hospital. This hospital, recently completed 
and occupied, has a capacity of over 300 beds, with ample facilities for medicine, 
surgery, and the major specialities. Affiliated with it under university control 
are the Student Infirmary, with a capacity of 80 beds, and the Bradley Memorial 
Hospital, with a capacity of 40 beds, to be used at present for early neuro- 
psychiatric patients and for the Wisconsin Psychiatric Institute. 

The Madison General Hospital, with a capacity of 125 beds, St. Mary’s 
Hospital, with a capacity of 150 beds, and the Methodist Hospital, with a present 
capacity of 40 beds but soon to erect a 100 bed addition, the City Isolation Hos- 
pital, with a capacity of 50 beds, and other nearby hospitals, offer abundant op- 
portunity for supplemented clinical teaching by associate members of the clinical 
staff. Under the preceptor system proposed for the fourth year of the. medical 
course it will, however, not be necessary to confine the clinical teaching to 
Madison. Some of it may be conducted in other medical centers. 


ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS IN THE: MEDICAL SCHOOL 


For matriculation in the Medical School a student must furnish evidence: 

1. That he has satisfied the requirements for admission to the College of 
Letters and Science. 

The requirements for admission to the College of Letters and Science are 
to be found in the university catalog. They are met by a four-year high-school 
course which embraces certain groups of studies, including English, mathematics, 
and foreign language. 

2. That he has completed at least the equivalent of two years’ work, in- 
cluding the required freshman English, in college. 

Two years of work in the College of Letters and Science may be interpr eted 
as meaning the completion of 60 credits of prescribed college work. 

3.. That he has successfully pursued laboratory courses of college grade in 
physics, general and organic chemistry, biology and vertebrate embryology.

The minimum time required for the cauipiericn of this premedical work is 
two years. If three or four years are spent on premedical college work, the stu- 
dent has the choice of either broadening his course of study or of taking more 
advanced work in some special line. All! good American medical schools now 
_- require at least two years of premedical college work. Many require at least 
three years of college work and a few require a bachelor’s degree for entrance. 
lf a student expects to take his medical course elsewhere or to complete the 
clinical part of his medical course elsewhere he should keep this in mind when 
arranging the premedical schedule. Thus, a student who expects to finish in a 
medical school which requires three years of college work for entrance should 
arrange for a three-year premedical ccllege course. He should likewise acquaint 
himself with the special premedical requirements maintained by the school of his 
_thoice. 


. *It is recognized that similar courses at other institutions may not correspond 
exactly to the scientific courses given at Wisconsin. This will not prevent full 
credit being granted for approximately equivalent courses pursued elsewhere or 
bs during the summer session at Wisconsin.

A member 
of the staff of a hospital which has the requisite facilities and is willing to pro- 
vide for such extern service may, with his consent and the approval of the faculty 
of the medical school, be selected by a student as supervising preceptor for a 
period of three months. The supervising preceptor may select such associate and 
assistant preceptors as he believes will add to the welfare of the student during 
his externship in the service of the preceptor. 


SUBSTITUTE. ELECTIVES: (a) In place of work as extern under an approved 
preceptor in an approved hospital a student may elect to serve as assistant to 2 
general practitioner who has exceptional facilities for introducing the student to 
the problem of general practice and who has exceptional qualifications for teach- 
ing. (b) A student who has given evidence of special ability in scientific re- 
earch may, with the approval of the Dean of the Medical School, in place of 
three months extern hospital service, serve three months in a scientific laboratory 
under the preceptorship of a scientist of recognized standing. 


FreEE Evective Work: For six of the 48 weeks of service the student is 
free to elect any work in the field of medicine which meets the approval of the 
Dean of the Medical School. 

Thesis: As a prerequisite for graduation each student is required to present 
and defend before a special committee a thesis on some social aspect of medicine, 
based in part upon personal experience.

The degree of Doctor of Philosophy will be conferred under the usual condi- 
tions for this degree upon students registered in the Medical School. 


MASTER OF PusBLIC HEALTH AND Doctor or PusBLic HEALTH 


Candidates for the degree of Master of Public Health must fulfill the fol- 
lowing requirements: (1) They must be doctors of medicine from schools ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee of the Medical School as maintaining adequate 
standards for both academic and professiona! training. (2) They must complete 
one year of graduate work in residence at the University of Wisconsin, covering 
such special subjects as shall be prescribed by the Executive Committee. (3) 
They must present a thesis acceptable to the Executive Committee. (4) They 
must be assigned outside practice in board of health work by arrangement with 
the Executive Committee. (5) They must satisfy the Executive Committee as to 
their proficiency by examination. 

The degree of Doctor of Public Health (Dr.P.H.) is open to holders of the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine from medical schools recognized as maintaining 
satisfactory standards. Candidates for the degree of Dr.P.H. are expected to 
cover here, or elsewhere, the special work prescribed for the degree of Master 
of Public Health and must spend at least two years in the study of sciences 
related to hygiene and public health, subsequent to the regular medical course. 
- Two or more years of practical work as a health officer may be substituted for 
one of these years. The last of these years must be spent at Wisconsin and 
must be devoted chiefly to work upon a special subject leading to a thesis contain- 
ing some original research acceptable to the Executive Committee of the Medical 
School. The major work leading to the thesis shall be accompanied by minor worl< 
in at least one other department. A final oral examination shall be given by a com- 
mittee appointed by the Dean of the Graduate School. 


PERSONAL ADVISER FOR STUDENTS 


Premedical students are assigned to the assistant dean for approval as to 
choice of courses preparatory for medicine. Medical students are required to 
have the approval of the dean of the medical school as to choice of courses lead- 
ing to the B.S. degree (Medical Science Course) and to the M.D. degree. The 
assistant dean assigns each premedical, the dean each medical student, to a mem- 
ber of the faculty who acts as a- special personal adviser for that student. The 
premedical and medical courses are sufficiently difficult to require the full time 
of an intelligent student when in residence. Students who are not provided with 
enough funds sometimes spend so much time in outside work as to make it im- 
possible for them to do justice to their professional studies. In many cases it 
_ would be better for such a student to reduce his scholastic schedule below the 
average and take more time to complete his curriculum, or to borrow money 
rather than to spend so much time in self-support. It is a function of an adviser 
to give counsel to students and parents in matters of this kind as well as in general 
to be a friend to the student assigned to him:

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GENERAL STATEMENT 


ESTABLISHMENT OF THE MEDICAL SCHOOl2 = 


The Medical School was established by act of the Legislature in 1907. 
Merely the first two years of the medical curriculum were then organized be- 
cause there were not at that time sufficient clinical resources in Madison for a 
complete medical course. At a special session of the Legislature in 1920 an act 
was passed authorizing the establishment at the University, of the Wisconsin 


General Hospital asa memorial to those who served in the World War and 


for the care of patients, teaching, and research. The new hospital building was 
opened for care of patients in October, 1924. This hospital has made possible 
the organization of a complete medical course at the University leading to an 
M.D. degree. The third year of the medical course was begun in 1925-26, the

AIMS AND METHODS 


The aims of the Medical School are: 

1. To encourage a thorough preliminary pecan education “one to. offer 
adequate facilities for a good preparation for clinical work. Bene 

2. To promote the development of preventive medicine and hygiene. 

3. To stimulate research in the sciences upon which modern medicine is 
based. : 

Scientific medicine consists of the application of scientific knowledge and 
methods, not only to the cure or alleviation, but also to the prevention of disease. 
It requires a thorough mastery of the fundamental principles of physics, chem- 


istry, and biology, as well as of the more specialized sciences of human anatomy, 


physiology, pathology, bacteriology, pharmacology, and toxicology. The progress 
of medicine and hygiene is largely dependent upon progress in these sciences. 
First-hand knowledge of them, acquired in laboratories under the direction of — 
specialists, is essential for those who desire to treat disease and alleviate human 
suffering to the best advantage. With this knowledge and training the student” 


can enter intelligently upon the study of the complex problems presented by the — | 


sick in dispensaries and hospital wards offering clinical training, and later in 
private practice. The methods employed in the various laboratories of the Medi- 
cal School are designed to train the powers of quick observation, of accurate 
judgment, and of skillful execution, as well as to supply such knowledge of 
fundamental scientific facts and principles as is most “necessary for clinical 
medicine. - 

The work in the preclinical sciences is under the direction of speeiiiae who 
devote their whole time to teaching and investigation, and who are keenly inter- 
ested in medical problems and progress. In each of the departments certain 
courses are required of all medical students; others are elective. The required 
courses are designed to insure a broad basis for clinical medicine. The elective 
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courses aid the students to gain depth of insight and special skill in some one 
branch, and thus become thorough as well as broad. The elective courses also 
offer excellent opportunities to graduates who wish to. specialize in some one of 
the medical sciences and to physicians desiring to follow the progress of these 
sciences to prepare for public health work, or to undertake research. 

The clinical part of the medical course is designed to offer practical train- 
ing in the application of scientific knowledge to the prevention, cure and allevia- 
tion of disease. The third year of the medical course is devoted to a considera- 
tion of the broader aspects of clinical medicine and of the major medical spe- 
cialties and to practical work in care of patients in the wards and outpatient 
departments of the Wisconsin General Hospital. This work is under the general 
direction of specialists who devote their whole service to care of patients, teach- 
ing, and research in the hospital. The teaching is supplemented by that of part- 
time men in some of the major specialties. Opportunity is offered for advanced 
work in the medical sciences as well as for training in routine procedures. 

The fourth year of the medical course is designed to offer.the students in- 
dividual training in the art of medicine. Each student is assigned as an appren- 
tice to a series of preceptors in medicine, surgery, and the major specialties. The 
preceptors are selected on the basis of ability, experience, desire to teach, and 
clinical facilities available. 


GRADUATE AND POST-GRADUATE INSTRUCTION 


Graduate work may be defined as advanced work in a major department 
leading to the degree of Master of Science or of Doctor of Philosophy in that, 
department. Graduate work of this character is offered in each of the depart- 
ments of the Medical School. This work is carried out under the auspices of 
the Graduate School of the University. The regulations relating to work for 
4 the higher degrees are published in the Bulletins of the Graduate School. Ques- 
B : tions relating to such degrees should be addressed to the Dean of the Graduate 
4 School. 

Post-graduate work may be defined as study carried on after graduation 
with a view to increase one’s knowledge or skill but without aiming at that spe- 
cial mastery in a given field of knowledge which would entitle one to a higher 
degree. Post-graduate courses offered by the University are of two kinds, intra- 
mural and extra-mural. 

Intra-mural post-graduate clinical courses are those offered by the Medical 
School at the Wisconsin General Hospital. A course of this character in the 
use of insulin was offered in 1923-24. It is the intention of the Medical School 
to offer similar courses from time to time as may be called for. 

* Extra-mural post-graduate courses are designed to provide physicians resid- 
‘ing in a given locality with practical demonstrations of the newer methods of 
diagnosing and treating disease. Clinics are held at a hospital conveniently 
located, illustrated lectures are given and opportunity is offered for consultation 
with specialists. Arrangements for these clinics and lectures may be made by 
cooperation between the local physicians under whose auspices the clinics and 
lectures are held, and the Extension Division of the University. 

Other aids for post-graduate study furnished members of the medical pro- 
fession in Wisconsin by the University include: 
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1. The loaning of books from the medical section of the University Library. 


So far as practicable books from the University Library should be boreouets* 3 
through local libraries, but when this is impracticable such books may be bor-— 


rowed directly by paying cost of transportation. 
2. Packet libraries. The Extension Division of the University receives re- 


prints from several of the leading medical journals. These reprints are bound — 
up in packet volumes relating to various subjects of special interest and are 


available to physicians, who should address requests for pamphlets on a given 
subject directly to the Extension Division at Madison. ; 


3. Models, charts, photographs, lantern slides, and moving picture films, i 
relating to medicine and hygiene are kept in considerable numbers by the Exten- 


sion Division and are available to physicians preparing papers for presentation 
before medical societies or for popular education in medicine and hygiene. 


4. Case reports. Mimeographed copies of cases of special interest are disse = ey 


tributed to physicians desiring this service through the Extension Division. 


5. The State Laboratory of Hygiene (the laboratory of the State Board of 


Health) and the State Psychiatric Institute (the laboratory of the State Board 


of Control) are located at the University and are closely affiliated with the — 
Medical School. These institutions not only furnish direct laboratory aid to 


physicians but also do much to furnish practical post-graduate instruction. — 


SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATION 


It is desired that the facilities of the various laboratories of the Medical 
School be utilized to the greatest advantage in the investigation of the causes 


and prevention of disease both in man and animals. The laboratories of the 


Medical School are freely open to those engaged in such investigations and, so 


far as possible, aid will be given in carrying out investigations of this character 


either at the University or elsewhere in the state. 


LABORATORY AND HOSPITAL FACILITIES 


The teaching of the basal medical sciences, gross anatomy, histology, em- 
bryology, neurology, physiology, physiological chemistry, pharmacology, bacteri- 
ology, pathology, and hygiene is at present conducted in Science Hall, a building 
erected in 1887 and now shared by the basal science departments of the Medical 
School and the department of Geology and Geography. The equipment of the 


laboratories is exceptionally good. _ 

At the 1925 session of the legislature authority was granted for the use of a 
surplus in the Rehabilitation Fund for the erection and equipment of Service 
Memorial Institutes for teaching and research in the medical sciences. A build- 


ing to house these institutes is now in course of construction near the Wisconsin- 


General Hospital. 


The major portion of the fundamental teaching of the clinical branches i ise | 
conducted in the Wisconsin General Hospital. This hospital, recently completed = 


and occupied, has a capacity of over 300 beds, with ample facilities for medicine, 
surgery, and the major specialties. Affiliated with it under university control 
are the Student Infirmary, with a capacity of 80 beds, and the Bradley Memorial 
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5 Hospital, with a capacity of 40 beds, used at present for early neuro-psychiatric 
ae patients and for the Wisconsin Psychiatric Institute. 

The Madison General Hospital, with a capacity of 125 beds, St. Mary’s 
Hospital, with a capacity of 150 beds, the Methodist Hospital, with a present 
capacity of 40 beds but soon to finish a 100 bed addition, and the Madison Isola- 
tion Hospital, with a capacity of 50 beds, are utilized by associate members of 
the clinical staff to supp!ement clinical teaching in Madison. The State Hospi- 
tal for the Insane at Mendota, the Milwaukee City Dispensary, and the Milwau- 
eS kee Children’s Hospital have also been made available for clinical teaching by 
oe the directors and by the members of the medical staffs. During the year 1926-27 
hospitals in various medical centers of the state outside of Madison and Mil- 
waukee were utilized for clinical teaching under the preceptor system. The 
names of these hospitals are given in connection with the list of preceptors, page 
20) .* 

The State and City Boards of Health cooperate in the practical instruction 


offered our students in public health work. 

*Through the kindness of Professor Joseph De Lee and the managers of the Chi- 
cago Lying-In Hospital and Dispensary of Chicago, fourth year medical students, 
during the summer and fall of 1926, had the privilege of taking work in obstetrics 
there. This privilege has been extended to our fourth year students for the summer 
and fall of 1927. Through the kindness of Dean Cutter and members of the faculty of 
Northwestern University Medical School, our fourth year students in the summer and 
fall of 1926 also had the privilege of taking work at several other Chicago hospitals. 


ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS IN THE MEDICAL SCHOOL 


For matriculation in the Medical School a student must furnish evidence: 

1. That he has satisfied the requirements for admission to the College of 
Letters and Science. 
aa The requirements for admission to the College of Letters and Science are 
a : to be found in the university catalog. They are met by a four-year high-school 
course which embraces certain groups of studies, including English, mathematics, 
and foreign language. 
as 2. That he has completed at least the equivalent of two years’ work, in- 
* cluding the required freshman English, in college. 

Two years of work in the College of Letters and Science may be interpreted 
as meaning the completion of 60 credits of prescribed college work. 

3. That he has successfully pursued laboratory courses of college grade in 
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Attention is called to the opportunities for work in science during the summer 
session. 

4. ‘That he has studied elementary Latin. 

The requirement in Latin is ordinarily met by two years of high-school or 
by one year of college Latin. It is preferable to meet the requirement by high- 
school work.

A student wishing to apply for admission to re class should fill out an 
application blank and return it together with an official copy of his premedical - 
credentials to the Dean of the Medical School not later than June 1 of the year 
in which he wishes to matriculate. 

All students entering from other institutions are required to pass a reading 
knowledge examination in either German or French given by the German De-~ 
partment or the Department of Romance Languages of the University of Wis-— 
consin at the time of matriculation. 

SEcoND YEAR Crass: There its seldom a vacancy in this class and students 
from other institutions are not encouraged to apply for admission. | 


THIRD AND FourTH YEAR CLASSES: At the present time no applications

*It is recognized that similar courses at other institutions may not correspona 


exactly to the scientific courses given at Wisconsin. This will not prevent full — 


credit being granted for approximately equivalent courses ppeEsece elsewhere or dur- 
ing the summer session at Wisconsin. 
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The minimum time required for the completion of this premedical work is 
two years. If three or four years are spent on premidical college work, the stu- 
dent has the choice of either broadening his course of study or of taking more 
advanced, work in some special line. All good American medical schools now 
require at least two years of premedical college work. Many require at least 
three years of college work and a few require a bachelor’s degree for entrance. 
Ii a student expects to take his medical course elsewhere or to complete the 
clinical part of his medical course elsewhere, he should keep this in mind when 
arranging the premedical schedule. Thus, a student who expects to finish in a 
medical school which requires three years of college work for entrance should 
arrange for a three-year premedical college course. He should likewise acquaint 
himself with the special premedical requirements maintained by the school of his 
choice.

During this period the student works under the personal | super- 
vision of his preceptor and of such assistant or associate preceptors as his “pre~ 
ceptor may select. Under this supervision he is expected to aid, as directed, son: 
history taking, making physical examinations, performing laboratory work, look- 
ing up literature on special cases, in administering treatment, and in such other | 
ways as may be of benefit. During this period he will be assigned reading cov- : 
ering the broader aspects of the field in which he is working. At the end of — 
the period he is given an examination in this field of work and is asked to write 
a brief account of the service and of what he has gained from it. — 


The work is partly specifically required, partly elective.

gree of Master of Science under the following conditions: 

1. They shall make application to the Dean of the Graduate School at least 
seven months prior to the date at which the examinations for the degree are to 
take place. 

2. At the time of application they shall present evidence of having com- 
pleted such an amount of preliminary work in one of the basal sciences of medi- 
cine as will entitle them to take more advanced work in this science than is re- 
quited in the regular medical curriculum. 

3. During the period of at least one academic year, advanced work of. this 
character shall be pursued under the direction of an instructor in the department 
in which the study is taken. This shall count as a major subject. The regular 
coirses in the medical curriculum shall count as minor subjects. 

4. On or before June | of the year in which the degree is to be conferred, 
ti > candidate must file with the Dean of the Graduate School a thesis approved 
b the instructor under whom his major has been taken. After the thesis has 
b 2n submitted, the candidate must sustain an oral examination upon the gradu- 
~-a:2 work offered in support of his candidacy. 

The degree of Doctor of Philosophy will be conferred under the usual con- 
d tions for this degree upon students registered in the Medical School. 


MASTER oF PusLtic HEALTH AND Doctor or Pusitic HEALTH 


Candidates for the degree of Master of Public Health must fulfill the fol- 
lowing requirements: (1) They must be doctors of medicine from schools ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee of the Medical School as maintaining ade- 
quate standards for both academic and professional training. (2) They must 
complete one year of graduate work in residence at the University of Wisconsin, 
covering such special subjects as shall be prescribed by the Executive Committee. 
- (3) They must present a thesis acceptable to the Executive Committee. (4) 
They must be assigned outside practice in board of health work by arrangement 
with the Executive Committee. (5) They must satisfy the Executive Commit- 
tee as to their proficiency by examination. 

The degree of Doctor of Public Health (Dr.P.H.) is open to holders of the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine from medical schools recognized as maintaining 
satisfactory standards. Candidates for the degree of Dr.P.H. are expected to 
cover here, or elsewhere, the special work prescribed for the degree of Master 
of Public Health and must spend at least two years in the study of sciences re- 
lated to hygiene and public health, subsequent to the regular medical course. 
Two or more years of practical work as a health officer may be substituted for 
one of these years. The last of these years must be spent at Wisconsin and 
must be devoted chiefly to work upon a special subject leading to a thesis con- 
taining some original research acceptable to the Executive Committee of the 
Medical School. The major work leading to the thesis shall be accompanied by 
minor work in at least one other department. A final oral examination shall be 
- given by a committee appointed by the Dean of the Graduate School.

MEDICAL SCHOOL 


AIMS AND METHODS 


The aims of the Medical School are: 


1. To encourage a thorough preliminary medical education and to offer 
adequate facilities for a good preparation for clinical work. 


2. To promote the development of preventive medicine and hygiene. 


3. To stimulate research in the sciences upon which modern medicine is 
based. 


Scientific medicine consists of the application of scientific knowledge and 


methcds, not only to the cure or alleviation, but also tothe prevention of disease. 
It requires a thorough mastery of the fundamental principles of physics, chem- 


istry, and biology, as well as of the more specialized sciences of human anatomy, 
physiology, pathology, bacteriology, pharmacology, and toxicology. The progress 
cf medicine and hygiene is largely dependent upon progress in these sciences. 
First-hand knowledge of them, acquired in laboratories under the direction of 
specialists, is essential for those who desire to treat disease and alleviate human 
suffering to the best advantage. With this knowledge and training the student 
can enter intelligently upon the study of the complex problems presented by the 
sick in dispensaries and hospital wards offering clinical training, and later in 
private practice. The methods employed in the various laboratories of the Medi- 


cal School are designed to train the powers of. quick observation, of accurate 
judgment, and of skillful execution, as well as to supply such knowledge of 


fundamental scientific facts and principles as is most necessary for clinical 
medicine. 


The work in the preclinical sciences is under the direction of specialists who 
devote their whole time to teaching and investigation, and who are keenly inter- 
ested in medical problems and progress. In each of the departments certain 
courses are required of all medical students; others are elective. The required 
courses are designed to insure a broad basis for clinical medicine. The elective 
courses aid the students to gain depth of insight and special skill in some one 
branch, and thus become thorough as well as broad. The elective courses also 
offer excellent opportunities to graduates who wish to specialize in some one of 
the medical sciences and to physicians desiring to follow the progress of these 
sciences to prepare for public health werk, or to undertake research. 3 


The clinical part of the medical course is designed to offer practical train- 
ing in the application of scientific knowledge to the prevention, cure and allevia- 
tion of disease. The third year of the medical course is devoted to a considera- 
tion of the broader aspects of clinical medicine and of the major medical spe- 
cialties and to practical work in care of patients in the wards and outpatient 
departments of the Wisconsin General Hospital. This work is under the general 
direction of specialists who devote their whole service to care of patients, teach- 
ing, and research in the hospital. The teaching is supplemented by that of part- 
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time men in some of the major specialties. Opportunity is offered for advanced 
work in the medical sciences as well as for training in routine procedures. 


The fourth year of the medical course is designed to offer the students in- 
dividual training in the art of medicine. Each student is assigned as an appren- 
tice to a series of preceptors in medicine, surgery, and the major specialties. The 
preceptors are selected on the basis of ability, experience, desire to teach, and 
clinical facilities available. 


GRADUATE AND POST-GRADUATE INSTRUCTION 


Graduate work may be defined as advanced work in a major department 
leading to the degree of Master of Science or of Doctor of Philosophy in that 
department. Graduate work of this character is offered in each of the depart- 
ments of the Medical School. This work is carried out under the auspices of 
the Graduate School of the University.. The regulations relating to work for 
the higher degrees are published in the Bulletins of the Graduate School. Ques- 
tions relating to such degrees should be addressed to the Dean of the Graduate 
School. 


Post-graduate work may be defined as study carried on after graduation 
with a view to increase one’s knowledge or skill but without aiming at that spe- 
cial mastery in a given field of knowledge which would entitle one to a higher 
degree. Post-graduate courses offered by the University are of two kinds, intra- 
mural and extra-mural. 


Intra-mural post-graduate clinical courses are those offered by the Medical 
School at the Wisconsin General Hospital. 


Extra-mural post-graduate courses are designed to provide physicians resid- 
ing in a given locality with practical demonstrations of the newer methods of 
diagnosing and treating disease. Clinics are held at a hospital conveniently 
located, illustrated lectures are given and opportunity is offered for consultation 
with specialists. Arrangements for these clinics and lectures may be made by 
cooperation between the local physicians under whose auspices the clinics and 
lectures are held, and the Extension Division of the University. 


Other aids for post-graduate study furnished members of the medical pro- 
fession in Wisconsin by the University include: 


1. Extension Medical Library Service. Books, periodicals, and reprints are 
sent by mail to physicians in the State and references and bibliographies are pre- 
pared at request. 

2. Speakers are furnished for medical meetings. 

3. Models, charts, photographs, lantern slides, and moving picture films, 
relating to medicine and hygiene are kept in considerable numbers by the Extension 
Division and are available to physicians preparing papers for presentation before 
medical societies or for popular education in medicine and hygiene. 

4. Case reports. Mimeographed copies of cases of special interest are dis- 
tributed to physicians desiring this service through the Extension Division. 

5. The State Laboratory of Hygiene (the laboratory of the State Board of 
Health) and the State Psychiatric Institute (the laboratory of the State Board of 
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Control) are located at the University and are closely affiliated with the Medical 
School.: These institutions not only furnish direct laboratory aid to physicians 
but also do much to furnish practical post-graduate instruction. 


SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATION 


It is desired that the facilities of the various laboratories of the Medical 
School be utilized to the greatest advantage in the investigation of the causes 
and prevention of disease both in man and animals. The laboratories of the 
Medical School are freely open to those engaged in such investigations and, so 
far as possible, aid will be given in carrying out investigations of this character 
either at the University or elsewhere in the state. 


LABORATORY AND HOSPITAL FACI i 


The teaching of gross anatomy, histology, embryology, and neurology is at 
present conducted in Science Hall. The teaching of physiology, physiological 
chemistry, pharmacology, bacteriology, pathology, hygiene, radiology, and physical 
therapy is conducted in the new Service Memorial Institute Building recently 
erected in memory of those who served in the World War. 

The major portion of the fundamental teaching of the clinical branches is 
conducted in the Wisconsin General Hospital. This hospital has a capacity of 
over 350 beds, with ample facilities for medicine, surgery, and the major specialties. 
Affiliated with it under university control are the Student Infirmary, with a 
capacity of 80 beds, and the Bradley Memorial Hospital, with a capacity of 40 
beds, used at present for early neuro-psychiatric patients and for the Wisconsin 
Psychiatric Institute. . 

During the fourth year of the medical course part of the teaching is done at 
the Wisconsin General Hospital and part under the direction of preceptors at 
various medical centers throughout the State.* 

The State and City Boards of Health cooperate in the practical instruction 
offered our students in public health work. | 


ADMISSION REOUIREMENTS IN THE MEDICAL SCHOOL 


For matriculation in the Medical School a student must furnish evidence: 


1. That he has satisfied the réquirements for admission to the College of 
Letters and Science. 


The requirements for admission to the College of Letters and Science are 
to be found in the university catalog. They are met by a four-yéar high-school 
course which embraces certain groups of studies, including English, mathematics, 
and foreign language. 


2. That he has completed at least the equivalent of two years’ work, in- 
cluding the required freshman English, in college. | 

Two years of work in the College of Letters and Science may be interpreted 
as meaning the completion of 60 credits of prescribed college work. 


*Through the kindness of Professor Joseph De Lee and the managers of the Chicago 
Lying-In Hospital and Dispensary of Chicago, fourth-year medical students, during the 
summer and fall have the privilege of taking work in obstetrics there. 
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3. That he has successfully pursued laboratory courses of college grade in 
physics, general and organic chemistry, biology, and vertebrate embryology. 

The requirements in physics, chemistry, and biology must be satisfied before 
a student matriculates in the Medical School. Provision is made for studying 
embryology (Anatomy 115) during the first year of the medical course, but the 
student is expected to take this study before matriculating. 


In addition, students are advised to take a course in quantitative analysis 
(Chemistry 1la) and in comparative anatomy before beginning the medical work. 
Attention is called to the opportunities for work in science during the summer 
session. 

4. That he has studied elementary Latin. 


The requirement in Latin is ordinarily met by two years of high-school or 
by one year of college Latin. It is preferable to meet the requirement by high- 
school work. 


5. That he has a reading knowledge of French or German. 


This may be secured either by the completion of the fourth semester of 
French or German at the University of Wisconsin with a grade of 80 or above 
or by a certificate of reading knowledge of one of these languages from the 
appropriate departments at the University of Wisconsin. 


ADMISSION FROM OTHER INSTITUTIONS 


Frrst-YEAR CLAss: A student wishing to apply for admission to this class 
should send an official copy of his premedical credentials to the Dean of the 
Medical School not later than May 1 of the year in which he wishes to matriculate. 
If the credentials are satisfactory, an application blank will be sent to the candi- 
date for admission to be filled out and returned to the Dean of the Medical School. 


All students entering from other institutions are required to pass a reading 
knowledge examination in either German or French given by the German De- 
partment or the Department of Romance Languages of the University of Wis- 
consin at the time of matriculation: 


SECOND-YEAR CLAss: There is seldom a vacancy in this class and students 
from other institutions are not encouraged to apply fog admission. 

THIRD AND FourTH-YEAR CLASSES: At the present time no applications 
to these classes are accepted. 


CHOICE OF PREMEDICAL COURSES 


The student who enters the College of Letters and Science with the inten- 


tion of studying medicine should arrange at the office of the Assistant Dean a 


schedule of study which will enable him to complete the required premedical 
college work within the period which he desires to devote to preparation for the 


.medical course.

*It is recognized that similar courses at other institutions may not correspond exactly 
to the scientific courses given at Wisconsin. This will not prevent full credit being granted 
for approximately equivalent courses pursued elsewhere or during the summer session at 
Wisconsin. 


The minimum time required for the completion of this premedical work is 
two years. If three or four years are spent on premedical college work, the stu- 
dent has the choice of either broadening his course of study or of taking more 
advanced work in some special line. All good American medical schools now 
require at least two years of premedical college work. Many require at least 
three years of college work and a few require a bachelor’s degree for entrance. 
If a student expects to take his medical course elsewhere or to complete the 
clinical part of his medical course elsewhere, he should keep this in mind when 
arranging the premedical schedule. Thus, a student who expects to finish in a 
medical school which requires three years of college work for entrance should 
arrange for a three-year premedical college course. He should likewise acquaint 
himself with the special premedical requirements maintained by the school of his 
choice.

MEDICAL. COURSES 


Two courses are offered, a two-year course and a four-year course. 

The two-year course, established in 1907, covers the first half only of a 
four-year medical curriculum and embraces the basal and intermediate group 
of studies outlined below. Combined with the two years of premedical work 
outlined above, this course leads to the degree of bachelor of science, Medical 
Science Course. On completion of this course, the student is expected to go 
elsewhere to complete the medical curriculum. Owing to the fact that op- 
portunities for admission to the third year are few in most medical schools, 
this course is limited to forty-eight students. Selection is made on the basis 
of pre-medical scholarship. Students are not promoted to the second year 
of the course until the completion of all of the required work of the first 
year with grades of¢fair or better. 

The four-year course, established in 1925, embraces the basal and inter- 
mediate groups of the two-year course and in addition two years of clinical 
instruction at Madison and at the associate clinical teaching centers. Stu- 
dents are expected to obtain a bachelor’s degree before being admitted to the 
two years of clinical instruction. Upon the successful completion of the latter, 
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the degree of doctor of medicine is granted. Owing to the necessity of re- 
stricting clinical instruction at the Wisconsin General Hospital so as to make 
such instruction facilitate, not hamper, care of patients, this four-year class 
is limited to forty-eight students or less. Selection is made on the basis of pre- 
medical scholarship. Students are not promoted from one year of the course 
to the next unless the required work of the year is completed with average 
grades of good and high fairs or better are obtained in all subjects. 


Transfer from the two-year to the four-year course can be made only in 
case vacancies occur in the latter owing to withdrawal from school. When 
such transfers occur, selection of students to fill vacancies will be made on the 
basis of preceding scholarship. 


DEGREES 

The Medical School grants the degree of Doctor of Medicine to students 
who complete the requirements of the four-year course leading to this degree. 

The College of Letters and Science grants the degree of Bachelor of Science 
(Medical Science Course) to students who complete two years of prescribed pre- 
medical work and the first two years of the medical course, and the degree of — 
Bachelor of Arts to students who complete the requirements for this degree and 
at the same time elect work in the Medical School. 


The graduate school offers the degrees of Master of Arts, Master of Science, 
Master of Public Health, Doctor of Philosophy, and Doctor of Public Health 
to students who complete the requirements for these degrees in the medical 
sciences.

The various subjects listed above are given as correlated parts of what constitutes 
essentially a year’s course in the basal elements of clinical medicine. 


PRECEPTORIAL GROUP 


Ordinarily taken in the fourth year of a four-year medical course. Re- 
guired for the degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

Instruction based on the preceptor system requires at least 48 weeks for 
completion. 


Each student is assigned for given periods to a series of preceptors in medi- 
cine, surgery, obstetrics, public health, and the chief medical specialties. At 
a given time a student is assigned to preceptors in not more than two fields of 
medicine. Not more than three students are to be assigned to a preceptor for a 
given period. During this period the student works under the personal super- 
vision of his preceptor and of such assistant or associate preceptors as his pre- 
ceptor may select. Under this supervision he is excepted to aid, as directed, in 
history taking, making physical examinations, performing laboratory work, look- 
ing up literature on special cases, in administering treatment, and in such other 
ways as may be of benefit. During this period he will be assigned reading covy- 
ering the broader aspects of the field in which he is working. At the end of 
the period he is given an examination in this field of work and is asked to write 
a brief account of the service and of what he has gained from it. 

The work is divided into four quarters as follows: 


Medical Quarter: Twelve weeks in internal medicine and the medical spe- 
cialties: pediatrics, neuro-psychiatry, and dermatology. Six of the twelve weeks 
are spent at the Wisconsin General Hospital, three in Milwaukee, and three at 
Mendota. The work of the quarter is arranged as follows:

- Extramural Quarters: An extramural quarter extends over twelve weeks at 
some teaching center organized for preceptorial work. These centers are selected 
on the basis of pedagogical, hospital, laboratory, and library facilities. Each 
student is assigned for work at two such centers. A preceptor is appointed to 
supervise the work at a given center, and he selects such associate and assistant 
preceptors as he believes will add to the welfare of the student during his term 
of service. A list is given on pages. 21 to 34 of the centers and preceptors taking 
part in this work during the year 1928-29. 14 cr. 


During the four quarters of service outlined above students are excused from 
the duties of the service and are assigned to the following special services for 
the periods designated : 


Obstetrics: O. & G. 406, 2 cr. 
Two weeks in the Outpatient service of the Chicago Lying-In Hospital. 


Public Health: WHygiene 401, 1 cr. 

One week under the general supervision of the State and City Boards of 
Health. Each student spends one week in the State Laboratory of Hygiene and 
in the offices of the State and City Boards of Health and in field work. 


Physical Examinations: 2 cr. 

Each student is required to spend two weeks in aiding in making medical and 
physical examinations of students entering the University at the beginning of the 
first semester. 


During the four quarters but without being assigned a special time for the 
work, each student is required: 


(1) To do assigned reading in medical jurisprudence and medical ethics. An 
examination in these subjects is given toward the end of the year. Med. 420. 1 cr. 

(2) To prepare a thesis on an assigned subject relating to the social aspects 
of medicine. 4 cr. 

At the end of the year each student is given an individual oral examination 
by a special committee composed in part of members of the clinical and in part of 
members of the preclinical staffs. 


BACHELOR OF ARTS 


The regular requirements for this degree apply to those students who elect 
the work of the first year of the medical course during the senior year in the 
College of Letters and Science. 


BACHELOR OF SCIENCE 


(Medical Science Course) 
Students in the College of Letters and Science who are candidates for this 
degree are required to take the following studies: 
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a. English, 6 credits (3 hours a week for a year), to be taken in the fresh- 
man year. 

b. Foreign language. (1) A knowledge of elementary Latin, ie., two 
years of high-school Latin or its equivalent in college. (2) Either the comple- 
tion of the fourth semester of French or German at the University of Wisconsin 
with a grade of 80 or above or a certificate of reading knowledge of one of 
these languages from the appropriate department at the University of Wisconsin. 
At least two years of work in foreign language shall be taken in college. (lf 
first and second year courses are elected this will mean from 14 to 16 credits.) 


c. Courses in physics, chemistry, biology, and the medical sciences as out- 
lined in the requirements of the Medical School. The requirement made of can- 
didates for the degree of Bachelor of Arts that six credits shall be elected in 
history or eight in mathematics does not apply to candidates for the degree of 
Bachelor of Science (Medical Science Course). 


d. The “credit” is the standard for computing the amount of work required 
for graduation. This is equivalent to one hour of recitation or lecture per week 
for one semester. Students are expected to take 15 credits per week in recita- 
tions, lectures and laboratory work, making 30 credits per year, and 120 for the 
course. In addition work in physical education or military science is required. 


No student will be permitted to 1eceive credit toward graduation for more 
than 18 credits in one semester in regular studies except by permission of the 
faculty obtained in advance. : 2 


e. Thesis—All candidates for a baccalaureate degree in the Medical School 
are required to present a graduating thesis, the subject of which must be approved 
by the student’s adviser and the chairman of the department of his major. The 
thesis must represent some phase of the student’s work in the major study and 
must have the character of a scholarly- dissertation on the subject. 


MASTER OF SCIENCE AND Doctor or PHILOSOPHY 


Graduates of the University of Wisconsin or four-year courses of study 
in any approved university or college who matriculate in the Medical School 
may at the same time register in the Graduate School as candidates for the de- 
gree of Master of Science under the following conditions: 


1. They shall make application to the Dean of the Graduate School at least 
seven months prior to the date at which the examinations for the degree are to 
take place. 


2. At the time of application they shall present evidence of having com- 
pleted such an amount of preliminary work in one of the basal sciences of medi- 
cine as will entitle them to take more advanced work in this science than is re- 
quired in the regular medical curriculum. — 


3. During the period of at least one academic year, advanced work of this 
character shall be pursued under the direction of an instructor in the department 
in which the study is taken. This shall count as a major subject. The regular — 
courses in the medical curriculum shall count as minor subjects. 


4. On or before June 1 of the year in which the degree is to be conferred, 
the candidate must file with the Dean of the Graduate School a thesis approved 
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by the instructor under whom his major has been taken. After the thesis has 
been submitted, the candidate must sustain an oral examination upon the Brac, 
ate work offered in support of his candidacy. 

The degree of Doctor of Philosophy will be conierred under the usual con- 
ditions for this degree upon students registered in the Medical School. 


MASTER OF PusLIc HEALTH AND Doctor oF Pusitic HEALTH 


Candidates for the degree of Master of Public Health must fulfill the fol- 
lowing requirements: (1) They must be doctors of medicine from schools ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee of the Medical School as maintaining ade- 
quate standards for both academic and professional training. (2) They must 
complete one year of graduate work in residence at the University of Wisconsin, 
covering such special subjects as shall be prescribed by the Executive Committee. 
(3) They must present a thesis acceptable to the Executive Committee. (4) 
They must be assigned outside practice in board of health work by arrangement 
with the Executive Committee. (5) They must satisfy the Executive Commit- 
tee as to their proficiency by examination. 

The degree of Doctor of Public Health (Dr.P.H.) is open to holders of the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine from medical schools recognized as maintaining 
satisfactory standards. Candidates for the degree of Dr.P.H. are expected to 
cover here, or elsewhere, the special work prescribed for the degree of Master 
of Public Health and must spend at least two years in the study of sciences re- 
lated to hygiene and public health, subsequent to the regular medical course. 
Two or more years of practical work as a health officer may be substituted for 
one of these years. The last of these years must be spent at Wisconsin and 
must be devoted chiefly to work upon a special subject leading to a thesis con- 
taining some original research acceptable to the Executive Committee of the 
Medical School. The major work leading to the thesis shall be accompanied by - 
minor work in at least one other department. A final oral examination shall be 
given by a committee appointed by the Dean of the Graduate School. 


PERSONAL ADVISER FOR STUDENTS 


Premedical students are assigned to the Assistant Dean for approval as to 
choice of courses preparatory for medicine. Medical students are required to 
have the approval of the Dean of the Medical School as to choice of courses 
leading to the B.S. degree (Medical Science Course) and to the M.D. degree. 
The Assistant Dean assigns each premedical, the Dean each medical student, to a 
member of the faculty who acts as a special personal adviser for that student. 
The premedical and medical courses are sufficiently difficult to require the full 
time of an intelligent student when in residence. Students who are not provided 
with enough funds sometimes spend so much time in outside work as to make 
it impossible for them to do justice to their professional studies. In many cases 
it would be better for such a student to reduce his scholastic schedule below the 
average and take more time to complete his curriculum, or to borrow money 
rather than to spend so much time in self-support. It is a function of an ad- 
viser to give counsel to students and parents in matters of this kind as well as 

in general to be a friend to the student assigned to him.
